FOR REDEYE 

Spirits and spooks, ghosts and gore, haunts and howls. While 
some may turn the other way when confronted with such seasonal 
fear factors, Jessica Schultz welcomes them as part of her favorite 
time of year. 

Schultz, 26, has visited n haunted houses in the past few years, 
never repeating the same spot twice. She’s traveled as far as Flor- 
ida to visit a famous haunt and blocks out the entire month of 
October for watching horror flicks, lighting jack-o-lanterns and 
seeking out all things spooky 

“Being scared is a huge adrenaline rush,” said Schultz, an ele- 
mentary education teacher from the West Loop. “Plus, it’s fun to 
laugh at myself when it’s all over and think about how silly I must 
have looked screaming my head off.” 

Schultz isn’t alone in her love of spine-tingling spooks. With 
Halloween upon us, RedEye asked fear experts what keeps thrill 
seekers coming back for another helping of haunts. 

“They know it’s exciting but ultimately controlled and safe,” said 
Dr. Larry Grimm, a clinical psychologist and a professor in psychol- 
ogy at UIC. “You come out of the haunted house and gush to your 
friends, and the experience is very physiologically arousing.” 

Increased heart rate, clammy hands and heavier breathing all 
are hallmarks of the “flight or fight” response to being spooked, a 
mechanism rooted in evolution that helps humans cope with dan- 
gerous situations. That’s why listening to a scary story or watching 
a freaky horror flick can seem terrifying and exhilarating at the 
same time, Grimm said. 

Jessi Walsh and Patrick Scott know the feeling well. The Hum- 
boldt Park duo has watched hundreds of spooky films together 


since partnering as artists n years ago. Together they founded 
Chicago’s Scary Movie Party where non-professional film enthu- 
siasts produce and share their own horror movies. This year you 
can catch them Oct. 28 at The Whistler and Oct. 30 at the Hyde 
Park Art Center. 

Nothing beats the fright that accompanies a good horror flick, 
they said. 

“Chills go up the back of your spine, and the fear grabs you— it’s 
a physical response your body is going through,” said Walsh, an 
interdisciplinary artist. “You start to believe in the possibilities.” 

“I’m 34 years old and [when I watch good scary films], I’m look- 
ing behind doors,” said Scott, a live sound engineer, “You feel like a 
little kid, maybe you’re even afraid to turn off the lights.” 

And it’s that intense feeling that rakes in the big bucks year af- 
ter year, said Peter Koklamanis, president and co-owner of Zion’s 
Dungeon of Doom, a two-floor, 40,000 -square-foot mega-haunt- 
ed house. 

“There’s a whole industry based on fear,” he said. “We work full 
time, all year long, to produce a production that happens over 
18 days. Then we reset ourselves to do it all over again.” 

And those scaredy cats who run away from haunted houses? 
They’re just fodder for more fear mongering, Koklamanis said. 

“We ambush the weak because our other customers get very 
much entertained,” he said. “When someone sees that a fellow 
patron is scared, they think there’s some truth to that reality” 

And then along comes the adrenaline, racing heart and endor- 
phins. Or, as Scott puts it, a reminder of your mortality 

“Everyone wants to feel a little more alive,” Scott said. “That’s 
why all the extreme sports take off. [Being scared] is to feel exhila- 
ration.”

All that jazz 


“From Bourbon Street to 
Bronzeville.” That’s the phrase 
painted on the wall at Le Fleur de Lis, 
the new Creole restaurant off the 43rd 
Street Green Line “I? stop. Friends 
Anthony Beckham and New Orleans- 
raised Allen Rochelle (manning 
the front of the house and kitchen, 
respectively) spruced up the former 
Negro League Cafe storefront with a 
bright-red facade and a mural 
of joyous musicians doing their thing. 
On its first day open to the public on 
Oct. 24, Le Fleur debuted a Sunday 
jazz brunch to bring the flavor of New 
Orleans to the neighborhood. 

The vibe: When we walked in to find 
the buffet hadn’t yet been stocked, it 
felt like a family party that wasn’t quite 
ready to start when the guests arrived. 
But as we were seated, the lively Rajiv 
Halim Quintet did its part to create 
a party atmosphere. (Without the 
musicians, the $30 price tag might not 


be worth it.) Look to the wall behind 
the quintet for five paintings by local 
artist Just Flo depicting different eras 
of New Orleans, from a 19 th century 
plantation to Hurricane Katrina’s 
aftermath. 

Don’t miss: Blackened catfish, gravy- 
smothered pork chops and nicely 
spiced rice and beans. Scrambled eggs, 
sausage, bacon and fruit are all fine 
fillers, but it’s not surprising that dishes 
with Southern flair shined brightest in 
the buffet. So much so, it seemed, that 
some diners wanted more. (Overheard 
in line: “Where’s the gumbo?”) 

Worth noting: Dishes may change from 
week to week, so feel free to speak 
up about your favorites. Omelet and 
waffle stations are coming soon. 

Sweet stuff: The strawberry- topped 
bread pudding was a sweet foil to 
spicier dishes on our plate. 



Buzz factor: When the restaurant 
receives its liquor license, they’ll add 
mimosas to the lineup. 

Crowd surfing: Casually dressed groups 
of girlfriends alongside tables of post- 
church families in their Sunday best 
and friends of the band. 


Bottom line: If you’re truly craving a 
full meal of Creole specialties, perhaps 
you’re better off with a dinner reserva- 
tion. But for a festive brunch in an area 
lacking options, Le Fleur is a big gain 
for the neighborhood.

Seeking to break through Puritan views of sexuality and to assert 
that “nice girls like sex too,” Chicago native Hugh Hefner launches a 
magazine filled with pictures of naked women as well as articles writ- 
ten by respected authors like John Updike. While Playboy becomes 
an international phenomenon, Heftier does more than just host 
parties and Playboy TV shows and hang out with beautiful women. 

He also involves himself in various humanitarian issues, fighting for 
contraception and racial equality. 

The buzz: Oscar-winning documentarian Brigitte Berman (“Artie 
Shaw: Time is All Touve Got”) wrote and directed this doc, which 
features interviews with Tony Bennett, Jenny McCarthy, James Caan, 
Dick Cavett, Jesse Jackson, George Lucas and many more. The chal- 
lenge will be to uncover details about Hefner that can’t be learned 
through a brief Internet search. 

The verdict: More of a pat on the back than a true examination 
of the man inside the robe, “Hugh Hefner” features a large num- 
ber of people who love and respect Hef and a few talking heads 
(such as Pat Boone) who have predictable issues with Playboy’s 
content and influence. Hefner’s racially progressive clubs and TV 
shows deserve the praise they get, and there’s no denying the ef- 
fect his operation had as the conservative ’50s became the swingin’ 
’60s and so forth. A documentary with purpose, however, would 
address the Internet’s effect on Playboy’s social relevance and 
bottom line, not to mention deeper access into what it’s like to be 
Hugh Hefner, or his wife, or his kids.
